United States Mint at Carson City. 
The San Francisco Bulletin comments 


as follows. "It is said that the United 
States Mint nt Carson City, NeMida, will 
resume coinage oparations on the 1st of 
July, after a suspension of four years. 
This Mint was established by an Act of 
Congress epproved March 3, 1863, bnt 
coinage operations were not commenced 
until January, 1870. James Crawford was 
Superintendent fiom September 9, 1874, 
until his death March 8, 1885. William 
Garrard was then appointed, and assumed 
his duties April 1, 1885. 
Levi Dagae, the 


Coiner, was suspended April 1, 1885, to 
make place for Joseph R. Ryan, who was 
n turn suspended in the following August, 
Because coinage operations bad censed. 
The last coins from the Car=on City Mint 
bear the date of 1885, niid the presses hn\e 
not been run since April 1, 1885. Up to 
hat time the Mint had coined a total of 
535,735,813, including S16,596,S45 in gold 
and the remainder in silver. The smallest 
amount coined was during the first year of 
the operation of the Mint, wheu the total 
was $215,000, and tha largest amount was 
$6,402,215 in 1876. 
We presume the Mint 


can easily co.n $10,000,000 per annuii, if 
t could get the bullion. C. H. Colbnrn 
was appointed Coiner h few weeks ago."
